the place. 
A tto rn e y \Y. F. W olfe in 
his argument to the court pointed out 
tile possibility of the girl extracting 
the pocketbook from Johnson’s coat 
during this time. 
Th e testimony of H almrast’s em ­ 
ployers showing that he had 
been 
paid $35 two days before the rob­ 
bery was also strongly in his favor. 
T h e evidence against the defendant 
was not strong enough, in the opinion 
of the court, to warrant binding him 
over to the circuit court for trial. 
Th e testimony developed the fact 
that Mr. Halmrast went to the resort 
for the purpose of collecting a bill 
from a washerwoman, and met the 
parties in question, remaining a few 
moments longer than he would have, 
had there been no one there.
